Va.: Though the 
New Hampshire 


Gazette, of Portsmouth, N. H., claims 
to be the oldest newspaper in tfae 
Undted States, it is exceedingly lively 
for its age. 
In a recent issue it 


makes one of tbe strongest editorial 
arguments we have e&em for the con- 
struction of warships at government 
navy yards. It does not, of course, 
contend that the private shipbuilding 
concerns should havel no share in the 
work of naval construction. Its ar- 
gument is the sound one, so often ad- 
vanced) by representatives 
of 
our 


own community, that the 
work 


should be divided between the public 
and private yards; that every yard 
now equipped for construction should 
have at least one ship to build; and 
that 
every important 
yard not 


equipped for construction should be 
supplied with the necessary equip- 
ment as soon as practicable. 


Our modern navy ia a fine one, but 


none of the ships built at private 
yards showed better all-round ability 
during the Spansh war than, the 
(much-abused battleship Texas, which 
was built by the government at this 
yard. And while our present navy Is 
admirable, it is no better, compara- 
tively, than1 was the American navy 
before the Civil war.

The victory of Julius Fleischmann 


over Melville E. Ingalls for the mayor- 
alty of Cincinnati, it is said, nips a 
presidential boomlet in tbe bud and 
perhaps starts another. 'Mr. Ingalls, 
who is president of the Big Four rail- 
way, had the support of the Democrats 
nnd tho Citizens' party. Mr. Fleisch- 
rnann is the present mayor of Cincin- 
nati, and his success may pave the way 
for greater things. 


Both the Chicago and Cleveland cam- 


paigns were foiiitht on similar lines— 
that is, the question of the street rail- 
road management and franchises was 
the main issue of the campaigns.

Six years 
airo he was first elected as a Republic- 
an. Two years later be was defeated 
for renoinination in the convention 
and thereupon ran as an independent 
In the campaign that followed he re- 
ceived more votes than the Democratic 
nnd Republican candidates put togeth- 
er. 
Two years ago the Democrats 


made no nomination, and Jones was 
again elected. 


Since then the strongest political ma- 


chine Toledo has ever known has been 
organized and. put forth every effort 
to retire him from office.

When Jones announced his candida- 


cy for the fourth lirnc, not a newspa-

Ef- 
forts are now being made to get these 
three cowboys together in a contest for 
supremacy and to hold the contest at 
Cheyenne on the occasion of the presi- 
dent's visit. The prospects are good 
for the meeting taking place, and there 
Is no doubt thut the man who wins will 
be entitled to the honors as the cham- 
pion cowboy of the world. 


These roping contests are growing in 


favor in the west, and they afford ex- 
citement for thousands of spectators 
besides settling the supremacy of one 
section over another as to tUe skill of 
their respective champions. To is year's 
contest at San Antonio was a three 
days' affair and was attended by thoii. 
sands of spectators. There was bttter 
rivalry between the Texas and Okla- 
homa punchers, the latter only winning 
because of a particularly brilliant piece 
of roping on the part of Clay McGoni- 
gal.

These three cures for kicking cows 


were sent to Rural New Yorker in an- 
swer to a correspondent: 


If H. W. C. would strap Julia's hind

I will tell you how I managed the 


worst kicking young cow that I ever 
had in more than seventy years of 
farm life. As the cow was fastened in 
her stanchion I took a light walking 
stick about one-half inch in diameter 
and about two feet in length and stood 
behind the cow at a safe distance and 
commenced to thump her right hind 
leg Just above the ankle. She kicked, 
and again and again she kicked, and I 
followed up the light raps on her leg 
until I tired her completely out, so I 
could not get her again to kick, and I 
had no more trouble milking her.—H. 
E. P. 


Put a small rope with a slip noose 


around her lower jaw and when she 
starts to kick pull on the rope.—Dairy- 
man.

The commissioner reports that New 


York state stands at the head of the 
list both as to quantity and quality of 
cheese manufactured and that cheese is 
bringing a better price- than for sev- 
eral years. He reports the passage by 
congress of a law forbidding the use of 
any braud nt label upon any dairy 
product falsifying as to the state in 
which the material is manufactured or 
produced. The bill was originally in- 
troduced by Congressman Sherman to 
prevent certain Chicago dealers from 
falsely labeling any brand of cheese as 
"New 
York State Full Cream Cheese." 


It is believed that this legislation will 
stop this form of fraud. 


Parana Dipping For CIi**««. 


Work of considerable importance to 


the cheese industry Is being carried 
out at the government cool cheese cor- 
ing rooms in Canada. Every cheese Is 
now dipped in melted paraffin wax as 
soon as received, by which process it 
is covered with a thin, impervious coat- 
ing that improves the appearance, ra- 
duces the shrinkage and effectually 
prevents the growth of mold or stain- 
ing of the surfaces of the cheese. It 
requires considerable experimenting to 
determine th* right quantity ot war 
to use, the proper temperature to btv* 
it when dipped and th« b«tt means ot 
carrying out the work exptdiOonsly 
with least labor and expmii*.

Ist-ns of the United States and those of 
i::e Dominion of Canada in this pioneer 
and progressive town and in the terri- 
tory adjacent to it arc al&e pleased 
(hat, there is finally to be a settlement 
r.f the lore standing boundary dispute, 
which, they hope, will be final. While 
tiicre is a very radical difference of 
opinion as to how It should be settled, 
'Canadians and Americans are agreed 
tL.it the Question ought to be settled 
speedily and for all time. So both 
sides look forward with a degree of 
satisfaction to the winding up' of a 
most troublesome controversy, which 
has caused no end of annoyance aud 
disturbance to both. 


It is gratifying also that the settle- 


ment, as provided under the terms of 
t».«- Hay-Herbert treaty, is to be based 
ot» a astrictly legal interpretation of the 
Alaskan treaties and not upon diplo-

ma tic agreement admitting of recip- 
rocal concessions, which would satisfy 
neither side. 


Not least important of tbe things to 


be settled by tbe Alaskan boundary 
commission is the nationality of Skag- 
uay and Dyea. which are in the dis- 
puted territory. Under the modus vi- 
vendl provided by the last boundary 
commission these towns aud imoiedi 
ate adjacent territory are temporarily 
held by the United States, but it is not 
only desirable, but necessary, that then 
permanent status should be definitely 
defined. 


The dispute,, so far as they are con 


cerned. centers on the geographical 
classification of the Lynn canal,'upon 
which they are located. The United 
States authorities claim that this- so 
called cunal is a great nrui of the sea 
ind that undfcr the terms of our trea- 
ties with both Russia and Great Brit- 
ain the boundary should be thirty 
toots inland from Its innermost shores 
rho Canadian contention is that the 
•anal is territorial water, that the real 
•oast line runs across its entrance fro*u 
leadland to headland and that the 
tcundary should be thirty knots from 
his entrance. As Skaguay. at the beau 
f the Lynn canal, is from sixty-five to 
eventy miles from the entrance, it 
could become a Canadian town if this 
itter interpretation were allowed 
fevertheless Canadian vessels could 
ot reach the y}et without passing 
Irougb about thirty miles of United 
tates water. 
Both Skaguaj and Dyea ore mainly 
sopled by cAzens of the United 
tates, to which government they are 
•tensely loyal 
This has been dern- 


istrated on more than one occasion, 
id more than once this loyalty has 
ime near precipitating a quarrel that 
ight have led to serious international 
implications. They are bitterly op- 
ised to Canada and all things Cana- 
an, particularly the Canadian con 
abulary and customs officials. They 
ive felt and suffered under what they 
11 the oppressive mining laws and 
storus duties of the Dominion. 
When the rich Atlln district. Just 
ross the old boundary line, was dis- 
rered by Americans, Skaguay had a 
eat" on the strike. The American 
izens of the town hustled across the 
bite pass and staked out the best 
ilms. By every sort of miners' right 
d Justice, they declared, they owueil 
jse claims. Then came the Canadian 
Icials and Insisted that they must be- 
ne subjects of the British crown or 
e up their claims. This in the main 
•y refused to do and came back to 
tguay and devoted their energies to 
llding up an American town. They 
eked their stores so thoroughly that 
ch of the valuable outfitting trade of 
i interior came to them. They of- 
ed no end of spending opportunities 
Klondlkers who came out with gold- 
fortunes. They prospered and be- 
i to consider building up a perma- 
it city. Then again came the Cana- 
ns and laid claim to the town, but 
American! kept on doing business 


I making money, though they were 
•o eager about the permanency of 
city. 
f the Canadians get Skaguay," 
r declared, "we'll move the city." 
I doubtless they would have tried

When tbe Canadian mounted polk* 


during tbe wooed spurt of th* nub to 
Dawaou moved their customs h**d- 
quarter* from UiLe Beuuett to the 
summit of White pus*, they raised a 
Kmisli flag. It was speedily torn 
iowu by a raiding parly from Skaguay. 


Again the mounted policemen raised 


their flag and stationed « guard to de- 
feud ir. Again a determined party set 
out from Skaguuy to pull it down. 
There probably would have been blood- 
shed if it had not been for tbe ener- 
getic efforts of some Americans of 
prominence. The Skaguay party went 
on to the summit, planted a higher flag- 
pole a few feet nearer tbe sea than 
was tbe British flag and swung out tbe 
stars and stripes. Tbe two floated 
there all one summer undisturbed. 


Since tbe White Pass and Yukon rail- 


road across tbe mountains was com- 
pleted Skaguay baa rapidly forged 
ahead and is now the principal gate- 
way to the Klondike. It has passed 
through several stages of development 


At the beginning of tbe Klondike 


rush it was a" dumping place for those 
who could not find room to cross tbe 
Chilkoot pass back to Dyea. An enter- 
prising prospector put a wagon road 
across White pass, and Skaguay be- 
came a cKy of tents. After that it was 
a rou§;h lumber town, with every other 
roof of tent cloth. Now it has settled 
down to bouses and stores like those 
of ordinary western towns. It has tel- 
egraphic communication with tbe out- 
side world as well as with Dawsou, 
in tbe center of the goldflelds. Moils 
appear regularly, and there is never a 
danger of a shortage of the food sup- 
ply. All it needs now is to have its na- 
tionality definitely settled, and settled 
right, to become a prosperous and pro- 
gressive city. 


The annoyances of the present unten- 


able situation are manifold and per- 
plexing, particularly in relation to the 
collection of customs duties. While 
Canadian mining laws have operated 
greatly to tbe disadvantage of Ameri- 
can prospectors and miners, American 
customs and regulations have caused 
he Canadians especial trouble and loss. 
The latter can scarcely be blamed for 
strenuous insistence that the ports of 
Skaguay and Dyea, now temporarily 
at least under American jurisdiction, 
are within tbe Canadian line, as their 
ocation on the Lynn canal makes them 
he only accessible and practicable out- 
lets to the Pacific from the upper Yu- 
kon country In British territory. The 
Canadians are thus prevented from en- 
tering their own territory except by 
complying with the United States cus- 
toms regulations. 


For instance, Canadian goods shipped 


from, say, Vancouver to Dawson re- 
quire to be accompanied by a certified 
invoice and copy of the bill of lading 
consigned to tbe Pacific and Arctic 
Railway and Navigation company to 
enable it to execute a bond for twice 
the value of the goods required by tbe 
United States government before the 
goods can be loaded on cars. The cost 
of tbe bond and tbe charge for prepar- 
ng the necessary papers are paid by 
the Canadian shipper. 


Should tbe required copy of invoice 


and bill of lading be not forthcoming 
he goods are held by the United States 
customs pending their arrival. Should 
any portion of a shipment be left over 
In Vancouver and be forwarded on a 
following steamer the goods are held 
over at Skaguay until another copy of 
the certified invoice and bill of lading 
is received. 


There are likewise difficulties of po- 


lice control, of administering the crimi- 
nal law, of legislative action and of a 
thousand things growing out of an in- 
ternational boundary dispute under the 
most exciting and dangerous conditions 
in a primitive and unsettled country. 
That any semblance of orderly govern- 
ment has been maintained in such an 
anomalous political state Is a matter of 
wonder. One of the fruits of it was the

futile attempt made last winter to or- 
ganize a conspiracy under the guise of 
"tlie Order of the Midnight Sun" to 
obtain by force possession of the Yu-' 
kon territory.

forts a large sum of money has been 
collected from benevolent Americans 
fcr the starving of Finland. 


He is accompanied by Dr. J. N. Ren- 


ter of the Helsingfors university, rep- 
resenting the Finnish central relief 
committee; Mr. Robert Allopaeus, su- 
perintendent of the government indus- 
trial schools, and by the writer. The 
party has already traveled over 200 
miles in sledges over frozen lakes and 
rivers, from one forest town to anoth- 
er, 
sometimes cutting their way 


through fields of virgin snow, again 
pushing ahead on skees to reach the 
more remote cottages where starvation 
lurks. Tea, fifteen and twenty miles 
must oftentimes be traveled between 
two neighboring cottages. 
With the 


thermometer ever and ever far below 
zero and tlie snow gale driven like the 
sands of the desert, it is manifestly 
true that such a Journey is a test of 
physical endurance and of Job-like pa- 
tience. 


The party carries its own supply of 


provisions, an absolute necessity in a 
section where all the peasantry have 
subsisted for months on hunger bread 
dipped in salt water. Such are the gen- 
eral facts pertaining to the fur wrapped, 
fur booted and fur capped party which 
emerged from the forest depths tonight 
after many days spent in driving from 
villages -where the suffering was bad 
indeed to villages where the suffering 
was even worse. Kajana, a town of 
1,200 souls and the center of the fam- 
ine in Finland, is decidedly an oasis 
to this particular relief party, for here 
for the time being are a good inn, a 
little fresh food and some of the com- 
forts of civilization. 


The first cry of woe from this far 


northland was hear around the world, 
but no country heeded it so far as 
to elicit a response in the form of 
proposals for help save America. It 
was natural that people in the United 
States should be the first to listen at- 
tentively to Finland's wall of distress, 
for toward America flows the great 
tide of emigration from Suomi. 


The chief divisions of the Finnish 


peasantry are the farmers who are 
landowners and the tenant farmers. 
It is among the latter that the suffer- 
ing is most acute. For two weeks wo 
have visited the homes of tenant farm- 
ers, and in every case the sight of mis- 
ery and tha story of want have been 
the same. 


It should be explained that we al- 


ways carried a sledful of bread and 
left a number of loaves at each cot- 
tape. Sometimes we chanced upon 
homes wherein the last crurnb had been 
consumed, the mother and father hav- 
ing gone forth in search of work. In 
such instances our Ipaves came Just In 
the nick of time. In every stricken 
home also Finnish marks were left 
where they would be found after we 
had driven away. 


From where I write I can peer 


through a window out upon a scene of 
dazzling whiteness all illumined by the 
wide spreading Sanies of the aurora 
borealis. This great torch of heaven 
made of a thousand thousand rainbows 
reveals to the citizens of Kajana o 
number of outlying cottages where in- 
sidious starvation gna\vs at the vitals 
of those within. While the incandes- 
cence of the northern light imparts * 
majesty to the scene, assisting the im- 
agination to grasp the significance of 
Its revelation of the suffering of those 
who hath not, a mournful sound sud- 
denly comes out of the vast silence. 


It it the sound of human voices, male 


voices, singing in unison one of the 
melancholy folklore songs of the north. 
The young men of Knjaua are serenad- 
ing the Americans. The young men of 
Knjana. through the medium of the 
national custom, are singing their 
thanks to tlie whole American nation 
for th^ aid given their people In time 
of direst noed. And the song of th* 
youth of Kajana tonight is the »on» of 
nil Finland to the people of tbe United 
States, the song of gratitude felt 
in tbe heart of every Finn.
